Tariff Refarm Veceacar~e, 

The greatest power conferred upon human 
goverument is that of taxation, Ail great 
strurgies of the past for broader political 
liberty have looked toward a limitation of 
this power by the right to tax. a right 
which should always be Hmited by the neceés- 
sities of the government, and to benefits 
which may be shared by all. Whenever this 
power: is used to draw tribute fron toe 
many for the benefit of a few, or when a 
part of the people are oppressed in order that 
the remainder may prosper unduly, equality 
is. lost sight of, injustice_ hardens into prec- 
edent.which is used to excuse new exactions, 
and there arise official distinctions which the 
beneficiaries come to look upon in due time 
as vested rights. sacred to themselves. 

It is nlain that our present inequitable sys- 
— of tariff taxation has promoted the 

owth of such conditions in our land, fayor- 
ed though it has been by industrious and en- 
terprising people, a friendly climate, prodne- 
tive soil and the hichest develonment of no- 
litien! Wherty. If the beneficiaries of this 
exstem shall be able to add a new tenure of 
power to those they have alreadv enjoyed, 
the development of these unfavorahle cordi- 
tiens must continue until the power to tax 
will be .Jedged. in those.awho are wiiline. and 
able to pav for the perpetuation at the 
originally confer by the  cor- 
fidins peonle for the preservation 
inviolate of their own government. 
There is no longer a pretext or excuse for the 
maintenance of the war tariff in times of 
peace, and more than a qvarter of a centnryv 
after the armed conflict har ceased.

LET THE FIGURES BE GIVEN. 


Wky Ohio om@als Suppress Their Labor 


Statistics. 

New York, October 30.—The democratic na- 
tional committee gives out for publication the 
following circular: 

Governor McKinley, of Ohio, and other re- 
publican leaders, have been devoting much 
time to the presentation of alleged facts set 
forth in the report of Mr. Peck, labor commis- 
sioner of New York, because said report which 
is made up from statements from employers 
benetited by the protective tariif shows that 
wages have been advanced since the Mclsin- 
ley bill went into effect. 
Governor McKinley has purposely closed his 
eyes to the conditions in his owm state, and al- 
though aware of the fact that the report of 
the labor commissioner or Ohio for the year 
1891 show that labor has lost and capital won 
by the operation of the ee bill, which bears 
his name, he has avoided any reference to 
the report and was largely instrumental in 
having the penting 
filed in his office January 16th delayed until 
after the election. The state printer has had 
the report electrotyped for over two months, 
but has no power to print it, and the republi- 
can printing commission, consisting of the sec- 
retary of state, auditor of the state, and the 
stute attorney general, all republicans, have 
sought to suppress the report by failing to 
furnish the printer with paper. 

The reason for thier desire to suppress the 
report is evidenced by its contents. e report 
of Labor Commissioner McBride’ for 1890, 
shows that after deducting the cost of mate- 
rial from the value of the manufactured pro- 
duet the balance, which is the joint earnings 
of capital and labor, is divided as_ follows: 
Capital, 37.34 per cent and labor 62.39 per 
cent: whereas, the report, which has been 
suppressed for 1891, ows that out of. the 
joint earnings of capital and labor, capital re- 
ceived 39.77 per cent and labor 60.23 per cent. 
This cleart? indicatés that the operations oz 
the McKinley bill in Ohio have served to in- 
crease the profit upon capital and to decrmse 
the earnings of labor. In other words it 
verifies the truth of the democratic cliims 
that the republican protective tariff syitem 
robs the many and enriches the few. 

In 1890 the 82,305 employes engaged in indus- 
trial establishments had average annual -arn- 
ings of $492.90. In 1891 the 99,257 employes 
had average annual earnings of $4705, a 
loss, when compared with 1890, of $22.% per 
employe. The coal miners in_ 1890 ¢«arned 
$363.42. while in 1891, their earrings averaged 
$2324.83 per employe, a loss of $38.4. In 
noting the industries in which wages mve in- 
ereased or decreased, it is a remarkalle fact 
that the increase in nearly every iistnace 

‘as. in non-protected industries, yhereas 
protected industries, such as lining, agricul- 
tural works, engine and boiler workg stoves 
and fron castings, etc., are credited with a 
reduction in wages.

The danger of a divided. delegation ~is. 
due to the intense feeling in the gubernato- 
rial race. All the candidates for congress 
are arrayed on the side of Mfagg. Natural- 
ly, the Clark men are incensed at this and 
it is possible they will do much trading— 
give Clark votes for the populist’ congress- 
men in return for populist votes for Clark. 
Another danger is in many of the Clark

EXPLOSION OF GAS WORKS, 


Buildings and Vessels Damaged in Phila 
delphia by Explosion of Gas. 

Philadelphia, October 30.—Shortly after 
4 o'clock this morning and but a few min- 
utes after the firemen at the pumping sta- 
tion of Point Breeze gas works had replen- 
ished his fires, people in the vicinity were 
startled by the sound of an explosion. 

A moment later flames shot up from the 
river and a pall of dense black smoke be- 
gan to gather over the warves and shipping 
in the harbor. An alarm of fire was turn- 
ed in and immediately the air was filled 
with screams of whistles in the ncighbor- 
hood, the cries of sailors and‘ the hoarse 
summons of the officers on bard the vessels 
lying at the wharves. Fortunately, the Red 
Star tugs, Juno, Churchman and Mary 
Louise, were lying at the wharves with 
steam up and they went into service at once. 
The bark Felix, was surrounded by burn- 
ing oil which floated out into the river before 
she could be secured by the tugs. She be 
came topheavy, and careened. to the oppo- 
site side and sank to the bottom directly 
across the channel The bark, Elena G, 
was partially burned. A lighter belonging 
to the Standard Oil Company burned to 
the water’s edge and sank. 

Captain Housemann’s barge and a small 
frame house belongizg to the city standing 
on the bank above the gas works were 
entirely destroyed. It was occupied by the 
stable boss at the gas works with his fam- 
ily. They all escaped but saved nothing. 
Five hundred feet of the wharf was badly 
damaged. ‘Total loss, $154,500.

Parrott, armed with a big bowie knife, 
entered the courthouse which was full 
of people and began to curse and swear, 
saying that he would kill Sanderlin and 
denouncing the democrats, meantime edg- 
ing his way toward Sanderlin armed with 
the deadly knife. 

The democrats, seeing his object. was 
to stab the doctor, overpowered him and 
threw him out of the courthouse. "When 
they opened the door the mob in waiting 
rushed to the rescue with pistols and 
knives and a desperate battle ensued on 
the courthouse steps and in front of the 
building, in which several on both sides 
were shot and cut. Quiet was at length 
restored and Dr. Sanderlin was proceed- 
ing with his speech when two more of 
the ‘republican mob entered the court- 
room. They were also put out, the 
fight on the steps being renewed. 

Three Died of Their Wounds. 

Parrott was shot twice through the 
body and killed. A democrat named Phil- 
lips was fatally stabbed by a bowie knife 
and fully one dozen men were- seriously 
wounded of whom three have died. A

Dr. Sanderlin says that ‘the scenes in 
the town after the fight reminded him of 
those during the war, as dead and wound- 
ed men lay in all directions. Yancey and 
Mitchell counties are by far the wildest 
counties in the state with a large lawless 
element. Both are on the Tennessee 
border and form a place of refuge for 
many of that state’s outlaws. 

Dr. Sanderlin speaks of his experience 
at Burnsville as the most exciting of 
his life. He is one of the most prominent 
men in the state, a fine orator and a 
fearless man, and was for years well 
known in the Baptist ministry, having 
had charge of an influential church at 
Baltimore. The attempt to assassinate 
him was unprovoked, as he is a remark- 
ably fair and polite speaker. 

The Burnsville affair has caused a pro- 
found sensation in the west and will be 
a material aid to the democrats.

The veteran soldiers of the United 
States are falling in line under the Cleve- 
land banner. The recent investigation of 
Mr. Cleveland’s pension record by Judge 
John P. Rea, of Minnesota, has resulted 
in the gain of thousands of democratic 
votes, led by that of Judge Rea himself, 
who comes over from the republican 
camp and declares for Cleveland.

approval of that measure. Only two army 
posts of this city touk formal and pusitive 
action on the subject, and they declared it to 
be the duty of the president to veto the bill 
in the interests of the honest veterans of 
the land. President Cleveland has never 
shown any other than thé heartiest sympa- 
thy with the honest soldiers of the countrys, 
but he has stood like a rock against the abuse 
of our pension system for the bepefit of 
camp followers and skulkers, who denioral- 
ized the army in war and disgrace our sol- 
diers in peace. He demands that the pen- 
sio-. roll shall be a roll of honor; that it shall 
be held exclusively for those who have hon- 
estly anc beroically served their country and 
deserve its fostering care. 

Our Philadelphia contemporary puts the 


matter in its true light—the light in which 
the people now view it; so that this 
republican howl about dépriving the vet- 
erans of their rights in vetoing this bill 
is but “sound and fury, signifying noth- 
ing.”

Prosperous Cotton Mills. 

We hear little about the prosperity of 
southern cotton mills nowadays, never- 
theless there is a constant, if compara- 
tively slow, development in cotton manu- 
facturing in this section. | 

This certainly ought to be true, for in 
the mill districts of New England cotton 
manufacturing is on a boom. At Fall 
River, twenty-eight corporations, operat- 
ing forty-nine mills, have just made fre- 
ports showing the most extraordinary 
mill earnings ever published, and this 
showing is made in the face of the fact 
that the mills have been running fifty- 
eight hours a week instead of sixty, and 
in spite of the general expectation that a 
reduction of 10 per cent in wages Was 
to be made during October. 

These twenty-eight corporations, with 
their forty-nine mills, capitalized at $15,- 
778,000, have paid out in dividends $368,- 
180, or a little more than 2.33 per cent. 
In the corresponding quarter of last year 
twenty-four corporations operating forty-. 
one mills, paid an average of only 1.72 
per cent. There are still some prosperous 
corporations whose reports have not been 
made public. 

It is said that these dividends represent 
only comparative prosperity of the mills, 
as a large proportion of the net earnings 
are turned into a depreciation or a sur- 
plus fund. New mills are to be built at 
Fall River, and the capacity of many of 
the old mills is to be enlarged. 

This showing of prosperity is undoubt- 
edly due to the low price of cotton last 
season. Although the raw material 
struck rock bottom, it was noticeable that 
In 
mentioning this, we only give another 
reason why the south should go more ex- 
tensively into cotton manufacturing. If 
we had been able last season to spin our 
raw material, the low prices would not 
have materially affected our prosperity, 
for what we lost on the staple would 
have been recovered in the price of the 
manufactured product. 


The North Carolina Conspiracy. 

We believe that North Carolina will 
redeem herself and triumph over the men 
who are now seeking to turn the state 
over to the republicans. There is a polit- 
ical combination there in which the third 
party figures to a very great extent, and 
its object is the reduction of the demo- 
cratic vote so that the republican elec- 
toral ticket will carry the state. 

Republican money is the basis upon 
which this combination works, and we 
learn from The Raleigh State Chronicle 
that it is being used to manipulate a 
scheme by which a sufficient number of 
voters, heretofore democrats, will vote 
for the third party electoral ticket to 
insure the election of the republican elec- 
The State Chronicle says 
that “the money which is now in the 
hands of the managers of the third party 
and the republican party in North Caro- 
lina, and which is being used to carry 
into effect the infamous contract by bri- 
bery and purchase and ‘influence’, comes 
from the same source, the treasury of the 
republican national committee. It is 
given by men who know its power, and 
who are willing to give it to buy the 
presidency.” 

Our contemporary says that the only 
question now is, can the men of North 
Carolina be bought? And that is the 
question they must decide at once. We 
believe that they will answer it in the 
right way and repudiate that party which 
is thus seeking to blight and sell the 
state. We have repudiated republican 
influence here in Georgia, secretly, if not 
avowedly allied, as it was, with third 
partyism, and North Carolina must do 
likewise. It is evident, from the combi- 
nation referred to in that state, that there 
as elsewhere the mission of the third 
party seems not to be its own recognition 
as a party honestly seeking the welfare 
of a people, but only the disruption of 
the democratic party. This is where its 
greatest error lies, and this is what is 
weakening it before the people every day. 

One thing is evident from this conspir- 
acy in North Carolina: Third partyism is 
only another name for republicanism, and 
the men who have been honestly advocat- 
ing its doctrines must renounce them as 
this fact is made plain to them; and 
here, in Georgia, they are doing this each 
day; and there are honest men in North 
Carolina who will follow their Georgia 
brethren in standing to the only party 
which insures peace and prosperity to 
the south. 


“Rings and Love Knots.” 

A dainty, delicious little volume is Sam- 
uel Minturn Peck’s “Rings and Love 
Knots.” Its beautiful binding blends 
most harmoniously with ‘the delicate 
charm of the songs and lyrics. It is a 
little book that can be carried about in 
one’s coat pocket, and it is as full of. 
music as an old violin. The art of the 
printer and binder has been most success- 
fully employed to devise a fitting: recep- 
tacle for these little bits of song—light, 
gay and airy, and yet infused here and 
there with touches that show what the 
poet could do were he not playing with 
his fancy. 

Some of these dainty songs appeared 
first in The Constitution, where they 
achieved a& wide popularity, and nearly 
all of them have gone the rounds of the 
press again and again. The most popu- 
lar of all, and one which has a singular 
history, is “The Grape Vine Swing.” It 
w4s written for The New Orleans Times- 
Democrat, and was copied far and wide. 
After awhile it was reprinted in the Mag- 
azine of Poetry. It continued to travel, 
and finally Mr. Peck’s name was dropped 
from it. It became both fugitive and 
abonymous. Frank Leslie’s , Monthly 
printed it and praised it, and »wondered 
who wrote it. In its next /issue the 
Monthly ascribed it to Mr. Pec 

Then the composers seized if and sect it 
to music. A dozen tried their hand at it, 


To cap the climax, not long ago, the 
poet heard a little negro, black as soot, 
ragged and barefooted, singing the song. 
on his farm. The song had traveled 
around the world, returned to the very 
spot where it Was written, and was sung 
by a little negro who couldn’t read, and 
didn’t know that his “boss” had written 
it. The poet received $5 for the song. 

“The Grape Vine Swing” has now been 
gathered in a volume with other songs, 
and all of them together constitute one of 
the most charming contributions that has 
been recently made to American litera- 
ture. Mr. Peck has mastered the most 
difficult branch of the poet's art, and he 
is easily the first of modern American 
poets who made any experiments in the 
art of song-writing. There is undoubted- 
ly a large audience waiting for this ‘beau- 
tiful little book.

Fensch, hospital surgeon of the United States 
atmy post at McPherson, was_ installed os 
superintendent of the hospital when it started 
on June ist. At the same time Dr. H. L. 
Gill, a splendid young man, Who had just 
graduated with honors from the Southern 
Medical college, assumed the duties of head 
house physician.

These 
charges were not calculated to contribute to 
the peace of mind of Dr. Fensch nor to his 
popularity. The charges were several, all 
relating to his tment of hospital patients. 
Soon after the charges were made Dr. 
Fensch sent ‘his resignation to the board of 
trustees, People remember what a stir it 
created. The paper was published in The 
Constitution at the time, and that’s about 
all the dear pubMe has ever got out ofgthe 
document. They tegarded it as only a formal 
affair that would be withdrawn in due time 
and figure only on the minutes of board meet- 
ings. The charges were preferred at the 
September mecting of the board and were 
not immediately investigated. The trustees 
did tiot consider them of an urgent character

One 
recited the fact that Dr. Gill made too much 
noise walking across the floor; he stayed out 
nights; he laughed with the nurses; he would 
not get up when called, etc. 

One of these charges was graver than the 
rest. It was to the effect that Dr. Gill had

hospital, and after admitting the patient de- 
layed treatment—making in al) a delay of 
over forty-eight hours from the time. applica- 
tion was made for the patient's admission be- 
fore he was given treatment. 

So it was that both sides had charges, each 
against the other. 

The charges against Dr. Gill were consid- 
ered at a called meeting two weeks ago, and 
were dismissed. 

A New Resignation.
